E was born at #/inckley, a ſmall Mar- 
A ket Town in the County of Leiceft-. 
er; if we may eſteem that ſmall, which gle- 
rieth in ſo great a Birth. 

His Father was the Reverend and Lear- 
ned Miniſter of the place ; Fortes creantur 
e fortibus. Being” thus well deſcended for 
a Vein of Learning , he even liſped Wit, 
like an Engliſh Bard, and was early ripe 
for the Univerſity, who was one. 

To cheriſh ſo great hopes, the Lady Mar- 
garet drew forth both her Breaſts. Chriſt's 
Colledge in | Cambridge gave him Admill- 
on, and St. John's a Fellowſhip. There 
he lived about the ſpace of nine years, * 
the Delight and Ornament of that Society, 
What Service, as well | as Reputation: he 
did it, let his Orations and Epiſtles ſpeak ; 
to which the Library oweth. much of its 
Learning , the Chappel much of its pious 
Decency , and the Colledge much of its 
Rengwn, The 
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Cleveland's Life. 

_ The Rays, which he thus ſhed upon 0» 
thers , reflected upon himſelf, But that 
Which alone may ſuffice for his Honour is, 
that aſter the Oratzon: which, he addreſſed 
to that Incomparable Prince , of Bleſſed 
Memory, Charles the Firſt, the King called 
for him, and ( with great Expreſſions of

He Reign of King Richard the Second 
was but a Throw of State for ſo many 


Years, a Feaver to whoſe Diſtempers 

all pieces of the home Dominions con- 

tributed by Fits (*the 
forraign part only continuing * Guien. 
faithful.) In the fourth Year of his : 
Reign, and Fifteenth of his Age the Dregs and 
Off-ſcum of the Commons unite into Bodies in ſe- 
veral parts of the Kingdom, and form a Rebellion 
( called'the Rebellion of the Clowns) which lead 
the reſt, and ſhewed the Way of Diſobedience 
firſt. Of which may truly be ſaid ( though a- 
monegſt other Canſes,we may attribute it to the In- 
diſpoſition and Unſeaſonableneſs of the Age, that 
the Fruits of it did not take) it was ſtrongly be- 
gun, and had not Providence hk back the Hand, 
the Blow had fallen, the Goverz had broke in- 
to Shivers then.

adjacent. St. Edmunds-bury , once the Palace of 
the Eaſt-Angle Kings, and 4/den-hall, were the 
Seats of his Soveraignty. John Lirſkar a Tanner 
uſurps the Name and Power of a King at North- 
walſham in Norfolk; I may ſay the Power and 
more, never was any Engliſh King ſo Abſolute, nor 
can any juſt and legal Principality be ſo large, ard 
Arbitrary; Law of the Land, with which the old 
Engliſhman was free enough, and contented , was 
here to be thrown out of Doors. The Heptarchy 
of the Saxons feemed to reyive again, but prodigi- 
ouſly; the Blaze of theſe Comets muſt have been 
fatal 'to the Nation. To. keep an Order in the 
Hiſtory of theſe Ruftians, who. abhorred it, I will 
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give the Vanto the Idol of the Clowns, it is due to 
him, he is the firſt who lifts up his Head in the 
Confufion among the Brethren, and: deſerves the 
firſt Chair.

theſe wretched Men condemned, and under the 
Gallows, was this. 
John Schep, ſomerimes Sr. Mary Prieft in Yorkn 
and now of Colcheſter greeteth well John wy) v 
and Johmthe Miller, and John Carter , and bidderh 
them that they beware of Guile in Borough Cwhnch 
Srow by a notable Miſtake calls Gillinborough) and 
fend togerher in Gods Name , and biddeth Pigrſe 
Plowman go to bis Work,, and chaſtife Hob the Robber, 
and rake with you John Trewinan, and all bis Fel-

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ſmal , The King's Sonne of Heaven ſhall pay for all. 
Beware or yt be woe, Know your Friend from your Foe, 
Have ynough, and ſay hoe, And do well and better, 
and flee Sinne and ſeek Peace, and hold therein; And 
ſo biddeth John Trewman aud all bis Fellows, A 
Liſt of SanCtity does well in theſe Caſes, but, his 
ſeeking of Peace, chaſtiſing the Robber, and fleeing of 
Sinne, 1 muſt leave as myſtical. This ſhews the 
Induſtry, Carefulneſs, and Vigilancy of the Pro- 

het in his Preparations, and his Willingneſs to 

urt; He diſperſeth other Letters of this kind, 
in one, he chargeth all Mp in the Name of the Trini- 
ty, &c. to ftand Manlike togetber, and help Truth 
( now we have Truth to our Peace) and Truth ſhall 
help them, in his Rags of Verſes ( for a Rhimer he 
would be ) he is as earneſt for Truth. They

Many Remonſtrarces and Declarations flew abroad 
from him. The Kentiſhme: , ſeaſoned by this 
Prieſt or Prophet of the Idol, are eaſily tempted 
by the Eſſexians to, aſſociate in the Undertakings, 
and ſhare in the Honour of gaining Liberty, precious 
Liberty for the People, and taking away the evil 
Cuſtoms of the Kingdam z which is the Gloriqus 
Title of the Tumuit. This way no_ more ( (ays 
the Monk )) than the Kenriſhmen had long withol 
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for. They are quickly ready, and by the Art$ 
uſed by thoſe of Eſſex put all the Country into a 
Combuſtion, - "That they may Wal 

not appear with too much Hor- - *'&: 

ror at the firſt Sight, they would ſeem to pretend 
to an Outſide Piety z they account ( ſo they tell the 
Kingdom and the World ) the profeſſing of any thing in 
the ſight of God , the ſtfongeſt Obligation that any 
Chriitian, and the moſt ſolemn publick, Faith, that any 
ſuch State , as a Common-wealth can give. In all 
Humility and Reverence they contrive a Sacred Vow 
and Covenant. 

They faſten the knot of their Holy League with 
National Covenants and Oaths, which themſelves 
will firſt break (than which there can be no-ſtron- 
ger tie; Religion conſiſts in Faith , ke who loſes 
his Faith hath loſt himſelf ) Oaths contrary to 
their ſworn Allegiance, and former Oaths, which 
is a moſt abſurd Impiety z here God mult be called 
upon to help, andwitneſs the Perfidiouſneſs. Oaths 
ule to end — ſo help me God — He who performs 
not his Oath, direCtly and plainly, renounces God, 
and all that is Sacred and Divine : To ſwear to Day 
againſt what we were {worn to yeſterday, muſt be 
ſtrange amongſt Chriſtians z theſe Impieties being 
once allowed, there can be neither Peace, Society, 
nor Government amongſt Men ſafe and unindan- 
gered. The Ways leading to Canterbury are beſet, 
the Pilgrims ſwarming thither ( according to the 
Superſtition of thoſe Ages ) are ſeized, and forced 
to ſwear with theſe extraordinary Workers. . To 
keep Faith to King Richard ( whoſe moſt faithful 
Servants, mof bumble and Loyal Subjefts, they profeſs 
themſelves to be ) and the Commons according to their 
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Power and Vocation, To accept no King called John 
( a Vanity thrown in for Duke John of Lancaſters 
Sake the Kings Uncle, and neglected by the Nor- 
folk Reformers , who advanced King Fobn Lirſtere 
to the Soveraignty ) To be ready upon Summons 
to aſſiſt the Commons ( the great Wheel of the New 
Stare, for whom this Oath was given, and to be 
principally reſpected by it.)

9. aeferved Death and Damnation for 
vbis Comumacy againſt bis King, the Miniſter of God, 
a fit Saint for ſuch Votaries; their Kindneſs was 
fot mnch, they ſpoil his Church, break up the Bilh- 
ops Chamber, and make a Prey of all they find, pro- 
reſt the Biſhop ſhall give them an Account of the Pro- 
fits of his Chancery ;and here they begin their Audit, 
Thus we fee our New Reformer: areentred, but Sa-

8c. q 
inEngland,among them there 15 no Re- 

medy for they are the perillouſeſt People of the World,and 
moſt outrageous if they be up, and ſpecially the Londo- 
ners;, ſays the Monk, the Londoners never want 
Fury if they be not kept in, if Licenſe or Inſolence 
be permitted them. The Princeſs Dowager of the 
incomparable Edward the black Prince, Mother of 
the young King, then at Cemerbwry, hardly e- 
capes theſe Savages, who rudely aflault —— 
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and'put her and her Ladies in no ſmall Fear of Vil- 
lany to be done to their Perſons. ; 

This Princeſs was ſo willing to be out of their 
reach, that notwithſtanding ſhe was very fat and 
unwieldy , ſhe got to London in a Day. Tyler, 
who had inſinuvated himſelf into the good Grace of 
theſe Churls, by appearing the moſt ſtirring and 
active of the Kennel, who began and ruled the Cry, 
and was by I know not what Ceremony , perhaps 
like that Iriſh EleCtion by caſting an old Shoe over 
his Head, declared Prince of the Rabble , leads 
them to Rocheſter, which will not come behind 
Canterbury in Kindneſs.

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them. The Mayor Sir William Waleworth, whoſe 
Memory ( while Truth and Loyalty ſhall be 
thought Vertues ) muſt be Honourable , and nine 
of the Aldermen held for King Richard, in vain 5 
a proſperous wicked Chief ſhall never want wick- 
ed Inſtruments; three Aldermen, and the greateſt 
part of the People for the King of the Commons, 
the Idol, and his Prieſts. Thoſe, the Confiders, 
and. well-affefted to Tyler, forbid their Mayor to 
keep him out , own his Actions, as done for the 
Good of the faithful People of the Land, and the 
Common-wealth , and his Followers for their Bre- 
thren and Companions of the Holy Cauſe.

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This Night the King was counſelled to fall upon 
theſe Beaſts, for the moſt part drunk , and cut 
their Throats, eaſie to be deſtroyed, if any Man 
had had but the Courage to overcome.

The 
other Countries now ir, Combuſtion , and upon 
their March to London, make halt ; they were 
Thunder-ſtrucken at the Diſaſter of the Idol , 
they hated the Fortune not the Wickedneſs of that 
Monſter, and tarry to pour out thoſe Plagues at 
Home, if they be not checked, which before they 
intended to carry farther off. The Example and 
Succeſs of the Idol had moved with many , but his 
Invitation, and. Sollicitation by the Emiflaries of 
this Confederacy and Sp:rit more.

awe the Clowns,from the new Fangles of our Phana- 
ticks. Theſe, as is related, wete ſworn to the 
Ingagement at Heibury ; whence they come to Lon- 
don ;, Whither they zre no ſooner got ,, but the 
Townſmen ſeparate from the Servants of the Mo- 
naſtery, and in St. .ary-bow-Church' toes their 
profane Conventicie conſult how to make Advan- 
tage of the Tumulr. 

And what Pretences of Revolt from their Lord 
Abbot would ſeem moſt fair. and taking.

This 
he ſaid ( as Walſingham writes ) ſuppoling a grea- 
ter than Tyler ſhould not be ſeen in the Kingdom, 
that Tylers Greatneſs for the time ro come would 
only be eminent ; That the Laws _ 
of the Land (the moſt ancient Wal. 

Engliſh Saxon Laws ) would be of no Force, of 
no Validity, becauſe the moſt of the Lawyers were 
already murthered, and the reſt in their Account 
not long-lived z the Axes Edge was turned towards 
them.

The gracious Caprain General was yet more 
kind 3 he yows, if it be convenient, to aſſiſt them 
ina his own Perſon.

This Night the firſt Scene of the Tragedy is

Next, with great Pomp they 
march to Fanconwood; to level © 4814 pom- 
the lips of their Haſte and Night- 
work ; ſomething they feared might be left whole, 
upon Review;when Root and Branch were pared and 
torn up, they retire.

The Abbot here recites his good Deeds, how 
Hh often

often in their Neceſſities he had relieved them, he 
had been ( he ſays ) their ſpiritual Father thirty 
two Years; in all whichtime,no Man had been grie- 
ved, or oppreſſed by him: this giving implyedly 
the Lye to Wallingford, they grant but will not 


. be denyed. The Obligations and Charters which 


they require , are delivered them , which they 
burn in the Market-place, near the Croſs. This 
did not content them, they ask for an ancient 
Charter concerning the Town Liberties, the Capi- 
tal Letters of which ( fay they ) were one of 
Gold, another of * Azure : The 
Abbot prays them to be ſatished 
for that time, he proteſts, they have all he has to 
give them, he knew of no more, yet he would 
makea ſearch, and if any ſuch Deed could be found, 
it ſhould faithfully be delivered to them. This 
too was the anſwer of the Covent, it was agreed 
that the Abbot ſhould after Dinner diſclaim under 
his Hand and Seal in all Things prejudicial to 
their Liberty. In Memory of anold Suit betwixt 
Abbot - Richard the Firſt , and the Townſmen in 
the Reigns of Wikiam the Second, and Henry the 
Firſt, wherein the Townſmen were' overthrown, 
0 ere were laid Milſtones before the 

hs bag Door of the Parlor. Theſe Joby 
the Barber with others took away, as a Token of 
Victory over the Law ; theſe they break into

chariſt. 

Wu Who could forbear Tears (lays 
4k Walſingham ) heavily bewailing 

thele Cha?ges, to ſee Servants n—— 
or 
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Lords, who know not how to rule, nor how to 
pity. To ſee London ( once the noble Head of 
our Cities ) become a Stye for unclean Swine. 
Who would not tremble to hear that the Arch- 
biſhop and the Lord Treaſurer ſhould be offered 
Victims to wicked Spirits, to the Kentiſh 1dol 
the Kentiſh Sarurz or Moloch , and his Hob-gob- 
lins- in the midſt of the Kingdom. Nay ( ſays he) 
whoſe Heart would it not have wounded through, 
to have ſeen the King of England, who of Right 
for Majeſty and Dignity ought to precede all 
Kings in the World, out of Fear of his Head, ob- 
ſerve the Nods and Becks of theſe Varlets, and the 
Nobility and Gentry, mortified Beaſts, trampled 
on by theſe Scullions, enſlaved at their own Charge, 
lick up their Duſt. 

After Dinner, a {ad Dinner to the Monks, this 
Merdaille , theſe Stinkards, throng before the 
Gates , and demand the Charter of Liberties , 
which the Abbot had promiſed them to ſeal, which 
was ſent, and read to them in the thickeſt of the 
Rout : If they pleaſe to accept it, ( this was the 
Abbots Complement ) he is ready to ſeal. They 
( reſolved never to be pleaſed ) with much Scorn 
and Pride anſwer by an Eſquire of the Abbot, 
That the Abbot mult appoint ſome Clerk of his 
toattend them with Ink and Parchment, themſelves 
would diCtate, and after the Abbot and Covent 
ſhould confirm what was done ;' when this Hu- 
mour, was ſatisfied, the Safety and Peace of the 
Monaſtery and Monks were as deſperate as ever. 
The old Charter, which they will everlaſtingly 
believe concealed , muſt be produced, elſe they 
will bury the Covent in the Ruins of the Cloyſters. 
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This Charter did certainly ( as they will have 
it) contain all their ancient Liberties and Privi- 
tedges; and if this was true, there was no 
great Reaſon it ſhould be in the Abbots keep- 


ing. 
Here the Abbot imploys the moſt Honourable 
Eſquires of the Country, as Mediators to ſoften 
them, and offers ( if they deſire it ) to ſay Maſs 
fer Samemcy. before them next Morning, and 
h_ to ſwear upon the Sacrament he 
ſhould be about to take , with 
what Monks they would name , that he kept 
from them no ſuch Charter with his Knows 
ledge. | 
Make Choice ( ſays he) of what Liberties you 
can, you ſhall have my Charters drawn, they 
ſhall be granted you by it; I will ſeal you a real 
Charter inſtead of a fantaſtical one, never ſeen by 
you, no where to be had. The Abbor ſtruggles 
1m vain againſt theſe Waves, this Charter of their 
Fancies they will have : Nor ſhall any other Price 
redeem the Monaſtery, they intended the Subyer- 
ſion of the Houſe, and wrangle thus croſsly , that 
they might ſeem to have ſome Pretences to do it; 
but becauſe they had much Buſineſs to go abour, 
and could not be here and there too, a Truce was 
taken for that Day, and many of theſe pure Bre- 
thren betake themſelves to other parts; ſome of 
them would nox be prevailed with, the Bread and 
Ale of the Monaſtery brought forth to them in huge 
Fats, would not work upon them to lay their 
Fury, they ſtaid only for a leading Hand. Here 
we an honeſt Burgeſs interpoſes , &1- 
TY baulds ( ſays he )- what is it you 
purpoſe; 
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purpoſe; molt of you hereare Forreigners of ' the 
Villages about, this is the moſt famous Miſchief 
which can be acted in this Country, this Beacan 
muſt ſet all on Fire, -and it is fit we, who are Bur- 


geſſes and Freemen of this Town, ſhould give the” 


On-ſet : By this Fineneſs they are gained to quit 


the Gates, and joyn to the Aſſiſtance of their Fel- 


low-Labourers.  Thereſt of the Day-is ſpent by 
their united Forces, in overthrowing of Houſes, 
claſhing of Veſſels, and ſpoiling of Goods accor- 
ding to the Rule of Walter the falſe Gs 

Founder of the Order. At Night Wo4 didicerane 
the Lieutenants make Proclama- * #*#er0. 

mation under the Kings Banner , commanding 
ſtrong Guards to be ſet about the Town, that they 
may be aſſured againſt Surprizes , and -abour the 
River Werlam, and Saint Germains; making it 
Loſs of the Head to any Monk , who ſhould be 
found iſſuing from, or entring the Monaſtery that 
Way ; this was done to ſet a Trap for the Prior, 
and thoſe who fled with him. They proclaimed 
alſo, that whoſoever could challenge any Debts due 
to him from the Mcnaſtery, might put in his Claim 
( and little Proof fiould be needed ) the next 
Day, and the Burgeſles of the Town, would diſ- 
charge as far as the Goods of the Monaſtery would 
reach. Much more was Magiſterially thrown in, 
to ſhew a Caſt of the preſenr Power : Which was 
no ſooner done , but there appears a Farmer of 
the Mannor of Xingsbury belonging to this Abby, 
are | with his Sword and Buckler ; this Man was 
much in Arrears for his Farm, and durſt not peep 
abroad from his lurking Holes before theſe Brojls ; 
which hiding of himſelf he imputes now to the In- 


juſtice, znd Cruelty of the Prior : This Chuff de- 
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mands one hundred Marks Damages for the Loſſes 
he had ſuſtained in his Abſence, and threatens to 
burn the Grange of Saint Peter, and Mannor-houſe 
of Xing-bury near the Abby , if he benot repaired ; 
Twenty pounds he receives upon this Demand, and 
goes away, ſwearing, he would freely give it back 
* again for the Priors Head. 

Saturday Night paſſed with mnch Perplexity 
to the Monks, who were at their Wits Ends, and 
Lives too ( they could not hope better things ) 
about the Charter, which was no where extant bur 
in the Noddles of theſe Cluſter-fhiſts. But Day 
and Comfort broke out together upon them z ſud- 
denly this Overflow of Pride, and Arrogancy aba- 
ted, their Loftineſs fel}, and their Briſtles were 
ſomewhat laid, very unpleaſing Rumours concer- 
ning the Army were ſpread, and the Death of the 
A od Idol 7 yrant War, of ſtinking Me- 
bebe mory, was certainly known and 

divulged ; and what was as ſtab- 
bing, that the Citizens of London grown wile, 
- andreſolute, either out of Loyalty (or which is 
the rather to be ſuppoſed, Experience of their new 
Maſter ) began now to own their Prince, their 
ratural Lord unanimouſly, and to fide with him 
againſt all Seditious Oppoſers of his Majeſt y,and the 
Wales juſt Kights and Liberties of his Peo- 

«/ingh. ple, which they ſaw like to pe- 
Triſh together. Farther a Knight of the Court, 
ſeconds the Report, and"by Proclamation in the 
Kings Name ( now legal again) commands this 
Herd to keep the Kings Peace under forfeiture of 
Life, and Members from that Hour, 

The King now grown a Proteftor again of pod: 
jects, 
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jets, ſends his Letters Proteory to the Abbot in 
cheſe Words, 


Ichard, &c. 7o all our Lieges, and 

Commons of Hartford, &c. We pray, 
charge, command, ftraightly as we may, G&c. 
by the Faith aud Liegances which to us ye owe, 
that to our Beloved in God, the biot of St. 
Albans, nor to our Houſe and Monaſtery of the 
ſaid Place, of our Patronage, nor to none of the 
People, Monks, nor others, nor to none of the 
Goods of the ſaid Monaſtery, &c. Te ſuffer to 
be done, as much as in you lies,any Grievance, 
Dammage, Gc. Given under our Great Seal 
at our City of London, &c. 


Though now theſe Carles were well cooled , 
yet c'er the Zeal was quite ſlackened, and the 
Clonds diſpelled, which hovered weakly, and 
were likely to ſcatter with the next Breath of 
Wind, they conclude to perfe&t their Building, 
which to the great Nuiſance of this Monaſtery they 
had raiſed. Beſides, the Lieutenants, or Major 
Generals of 7yler, thought it a much unworthineſs 
to droop too ſoon, before thoſe whom they had ſum. 
moned in to piece up their deformed InſurreQion 
with ſo much Bravery, and Infolence. They con- 
tinue and purſue their Requeſts to the Abbot, but 
with leſs Noiſe than formerly ; the Abbot was ad- 
viſed by Letters from Sir Hugh Segrave, Lord 
Steward of the Houſhold, and Sir Fhoms, Percy 
created after Earl of Worceſter, to grant all things, 
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aſſuring him theſe Grauts being thus forced from 
hini would be void in Law , and could not hurt 
his Monaſtery. The Abbots Chamber, the Chap- 
pel, all Places are full of them, they give DireCti- 
ons to the Abbot's Clerk for their Charter of Li- 
berties, which now they were contented to accept, 

| but will have a Bond of One thou- 
Walſ. Sterlingo- ſand pounds Sterling for the deli- 
_ vering up the Charter unknown, 
before the Annunciation of the Bleſſed Virgin next, 
if it can be found ; if not, that the Abbot with his 
twelfth Hand, ( an ancient Saxon manner of pur- 
ging or clearing the Offender , where the Offence 
was ſecret ) with twelve of his chief Monks 
ſhould ſwear, that he neither has nor detains any 
ſuch Charter with his Knowledge. 

The Abbot agrees, he and the Covent ſeal z but 
oh! the Miracle ( not to be believed, nor under- 
ſtood without another upon our Faith, and Under- 
by ſtanding ) the ſeal, in which the 
way. Glorious Protomartyr was figured, 
three times together could not be pulled from the 
Wax, no fleight , no Strength could doe it ; to 
paſs by the pious Frauds, and Dreams of Monks, 
From thence the Black-bands depart to the Market. 
place, there at the Croſs they publiſh their new 
Acquiſitions, the Charters of the King, and Ab- 
bot, with the Kings ProteCtion of the Monaſtery, 
which was but a Counterfeit of their Love. On 
Munday and Tueſday following, - the Villains of 
the Patrimony of our Protomartyr ( as the others 
did inall places elſe imbroiled ) exa&t of the Ab- 
bot Deeds of Manumiſlion and Liberty, according

From Villains theſe now conceive themſelves 
Gentlemen of Welſh Pedegree, deſcended of Prin- 
ces, nay, as our Monk, noble beyond the Line and 
Race of Kings 3 they are meer Free-holders, hold 
only of God and the Son, rather of the Sun , and 
Club, and will neither perform their Cuſtoms, 
and Services, nor pay Rent. The common Peo- 
ple, who are neither ſwayed by Religion or Ho- 
neſty, ſtop and check themſelves, yp 

not that they were contented ” 

but becauſe they could not, nay they durſt not po 
on to more. 

The Plague of this Diſtemper was not only 
epidemicai, but kept its Days onthe fatal Satur- 
day, fifty thouſand Clowns, out of S»folk, Eſſex, 
Cambridgeſhire , the Iſle of Ely ( places miſerably 
harraſſed according to the former Preſidents ) 
were incorporated by the jugling Tricks of the 
Efſexian Impoſtors , ſent out by the Fathers of 


- Diſobedience, in the firſt Conception of the Ruffle, 


to. inveigle Profelites to the Holy League. This 
was but an indigeſted Maſs , without Shape or 
Form, Wraw not Straw ( as ſometimes he is called ) 
a-moſt lewd Presbyter, as Walſing- 
bam, or Prieſt, who came from 
London, the Day before with Or- 
ders from Tyler ( who according to his own Eſt a- 
Lliſhment badthe executive Power.) was imployed in- 
to thoſe parts to lick and faſhion the Monſter. He 
with Robert Weſtbrome King of this Congregation, 
lead the tatter'd Reformers from Mildenball to Sr. 
Edmunds-bury , where then ſtood a moſt Glorious 
Monaſtery , and where their Fellow Scoundrels 
expected 


Sceleratifſ. Pres 
byter. 
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expected them. Wraw finds theſe Choperloches 
gooe Diſciples, willing to learn, and quick of 
Apprehenſion, ſo capable they underſtood his leaſt 
Signs. Theſame Frenzies are again aCted by other 
Lunaticks, the Lawyers-or Apprentices of the Law 
(as the Monk ) and their Houſes are the firſt Ob- 
jets of their ſpight, they do not only cut off 
them, but fire their Neſts. Sir John Cavendiſh 
Chief Juſtice of the Kings Bench, who had been 
one of the moſt able Serjeants of this Kings Grand- 
fathers Reign, and was made Chief Juſtice by him, 
they intercept, and behead. Orphers Tracie, Nero 
the Roman, Belgabred the Brittain, excellent in the 
Sweetnels of a Voice and Skill of Song, with John 
of Cambridge Prior of Saint Edmunds, loſe their 
Lives in the ſame manner, as they upluckily fell 
into their Hands. 

The Canſe of the Priors Death is made this : 
He was diſcreet and managed the Afﬀeairs of his 
Monaſtery faithfnlly , and diligently ; he was ta- 
ken near Mildenhall, a Town then belonging to 
Saint Edmand of the Demain of the Abby, the 
Vaſfals, Hinds, Villains , and Bond-men of the 
Houſe, ſentenced him, murthered him by Vote; 
His Body lay five Days Naked in the Field unburi- 
ed. In Saint Edmwnds-bary , theſe Cut-throats 
compaſs the Priors Head round as in a Proceſſion, 
after they carry it upon a Lance to the Pillory, 
wherethatand the Chief Juſtices Head areadyanced. 
The next Work was the levelling a-new Houſe of 
the Priors. After they enter the Monaſtery, 
which they threaten to hre, unleſs Fobhn Lakinherhe 
Guardian of the Temporalities of the Barony in 
the Vacancy then were delivered to' them, _ 
rene 
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the Townſ.men mingledin the Throng, put them 
upon: The Guardian ſtood amidſt the Crowd un- 
known. This Man out of Piety to preſerve the 
Monaſtery ( it was Piety then, though it may be 
thought Impiety now ) diſcovers himſelf, he tells 
them he is the Man they ſeek, and asks what it is 
the Commons would have with him. They call 
him'Traitor ( it was Capital to be called ſo, nor 
to be ſo) drag him to the Market-place, and cut 
off his Head , which is ſet upon the Pillory to 
keep Company with the Priors and Chief Juſti- 
ces. 

Walter of Todington a Monk was ſought for, 
they wanted his Head, but he hid himſelf, and eſ- 
caped. Our Hackſters Errant, of the Round Ta- 
ble, Knights of Induſtry, would be thought Gene- 
ral Redeemers, to take Care of all men in Diſtreſs; 
for the Burgeſles Sake, they command the Monks, 
(threatning them and their Walls,if they obey not ) 
to dcliver up the Obligations of the Townſmen 
for their good Behaviour, all the ancient Charters 
from the time of King Xnute the Founder any way 
concerning the Liberties of the Town ; beſides 
they muſt grant and confirm by Charter the Liber- 
ties of the Town, which could not be done in the Va- 
cancy ( for ſoit was) Edmund of Brumfield Abbot 
in Name, by Proviſion of the Pope was a Priſoner 
at Nottingham , nor had any Election been ſince 
the Death of Abbot John Brivole, and therefore 
the Jewels of the Houſe are pawned to the Townſ- 
men, as a Gage that Edmund of Brumfield ( whom 
they would ſuppoſe Abbor, and whom they inten- 
ded to ſet free ) ſhould ſeal ; which Jewels were a 
Croſs and Chalice of Gold , with other thiogs, 
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excecding in value One thouſand Pounds, theſe were 
reſtored again in time of Peace, but with much 
Unwillingneſs. Upon the Bruit of the Idols 
Miſhap, and the Suppreſſion of his Legions at Lon- 
don , theſe Caterpillers diſſolve of themſelves. 
Wraw the Prieſt , Weſtbrome, and the reſt of the 
Capital Villains in the General Audit, or Doomeſ- 
day for theſe Hurliburlies, ſhall be called to a 
Reckoning for their Outrages. Cambridge ſuffered 
not a little in theſe Uproars, the 'Townt-men with 
the Country Peaſants about confederated together, 
break up the Treaſury of the Univerſity, tear and 
burns its Charters; they compel the Chancellor 
and Scholars under their common Seals,to releaſe to 
the Mayor and Townſmea all Rights and Liberties, 
all Attions, and to be bound in 300ol, not to mo- 
left the Burgeſles by Suits of Law concerning theſe 
things for the time to come. The Mayor and Bay- 
lifts were fetched up by Writ to the nextParliamenr, 
where the Deeds were delivered up and cancelled, 
the Liberties of the Town ſeized -into the Kings 
Hand as forfeited; new ones granted by him to 
the Univerſity, all which they owe yet to the Pie- 
ty of this King, and his Fo mag a Court which 
the {dol never names : Had he ſet up one of his 
own begetting, it muſt have had nothing elſe but 
the Name; it would have been as deſtroying as 
the Field. h 

Norfolk the Mother of the Kers would not loy- 
ter this while, nor {it lazily, and ſluggiſhly look- 
ing on. Fohn Litſter a Dyer of Norwich, King of 
the Commons there, infuſes Zeal , and Daring into 
his Country-men z he had compoſed out of his own 
Empire, and the Borders, an Army of fifty thou- 
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ſand Men. This Upſtart Kingling would not 
wholly move by Example, he makes Preſidents of 
his own, and tramples not like a dull Beaſt the 
Road beaten by others. He had heard what was 
done by the London Congregations z he had a Stock 
of Traditions from the Elders there, which he was 
able to improve: and although | know not how 
he could exceed the Idol with his Council, yet (fo 
the Monk) excced them he did, he preſumed 
greater things. 

Tyler loſt his Life before things were ripe, was 
watched ard undermined by the King and Nobili- 
ty, he could not ſpread his full Sails, elſe for his 
Preſumption he far out-goes Lirſter. Liter the 
Norfolk Devil begins with Plunder and Rapine 
( the only Way to fleſh a young Rebellion ) The 
Malignants of the Kings Party (the rich and pea- 
ceable go under that Notion) are made a Prey, 
no place was ſafe , or priviledged. Plots were 
laid to get the Lord William of Uford Earl of 
Suffolk, at his Mannor of Vfford near Debenham in 
Suffolk, into the Company, out of Policy ; that 
if the Cauſe ſucceeded not, then the Rebels might 
cover themſelves under the Shadow of that Pecr. 
The Earl warned of their Intention, riſes from 
Supper, and diſguiſed as a Groom 
* of Sir Roger of Box, with a Port- 
mantue behind him, riding By-ways , and about, 
ever avoiding the Routs, comes to St. Albanes, and 
from thence to the King. 

The Commons failing here , poſleſs themſelves 
of the places, and Houſes of the Knights near, 
and compell the Owners to ſwear what chey liſt, 
and for greater Warineſs to ride the Country 
over 
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over with them, which they durſt not deny : A+ 
mong thoſe enthralled by this Compulſon were 
the Lords Scales, and Morley, Sir Fohn Brews, Sir 
Stephen of Hales, and Sir Robert of Salle, which 
laſt was no Gentleman born, but as full of Honour 
and Loyalty as any Man, Knighted by the Kings 
Grand-father for his Valour ; he was ( ſays 
Froiſſart ) one of the biggeſt Knights in England, 
a Man not ſupple enough, who could not bend be- 
fore the new Lords; he had not the Solidity of 
Judgment ( as fome more ſubtle than honeſt call 
it) to accomodate himſelf to the times. Like 


Feſſala he would be of the jultelt ſide, let the 


Fortune be what it would; he would not forſake 
Juſtice under Colour of following Prudence; he 
thought it not in vain to prop up the falling Go- 
vernment : perhaps his Judgment may be blamed 
he ſtayed not for a fit time, had he not failed here, 
he had not tought againſt Heaven, againſt Provi- 
dence, whoſe Councils and Decrees are hid from 
us, arc 1n the Clouds, not to be pierced z, our Un- 
deritanding is as weak as fooliſh, as Providence 
is certain and wiſe. Our Hopes and Fears deceive 
us alike, we cannot reſolve our ſelves upon any 
Aſſurauce, to forſake our Daty for the time to 
come, Gods Deſigns are known only to himſelf ; 
it is Deſpair , not Piety ( Deſpair too far from 
that) to leave our Country in her dangerous Di- 
ſeaſes, in her publick Calamities; the Inſolency 
of injuſt Men is a Prodigy of their Ruin, and the 
Incertainty of things Humane may teach ns, That 
thoſe we eſteem molt eftabliſhed, -molt aſſured, are 
not ſeldom ſooneſt overthrown. Plato would not 


have them refer all things to Fate , there is 
| ſomewhat 
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ſomewhat in our ſelves ( ſays he) not a little ia 
Fortune. Ours are but Cockfights , the leaſt Re- 
mainder of Force and Life may ſtrike a necking 
Blow, and by an unlooked for Victory raiſe what 
is fallen ; if Death cannot be kept off, if our Coun- 
try cannot he ſaved by our Attempts, there is a 
Comlineſs in dying handſomly, nor can any Man 
be anhappy but be who out-lives it. We have 
heard of Women who caſt themſelves into the 
fiery Pirs, where their dead Husbands are conſu- 
med ; of Vaſlals who ſtab themſelves to follow 
their Prince into the next World; of O:ho's Prz- 
torians, of the Saguntines burning in their Cities 
Flames. What can be ſo honourable as to dye for 
or with our Country or Faith, our ap or 
Honeſty, to dye with that which gave us Lite, and 
Liberty, and Senſe of theſe ? , 

Litſters Hog-herds vow to burn Norwich, unleſs 
this Knight will come out to them, which he does 
well mounted, and forſakes his Horle to pleaſe 
them. They ſeem to honour him highly, and offer 
him a fair Canton of the new Common-wealth, if he 
will command their Forces . 

The faithful Cavalier abhorred the propoſition, 
and could not diflemble his Diſlike : He tells them, 
he will not to his eternal diſhonour renounce 
his Soveraign, whom all good Men obeyed, to en- 
gage with the veryeſt perhdious Traitors living, 
in their Yillanies. He attempts to horſe himſelf 
again, bur fails; it was Treaſon to ſpeak againſt 
the Government. , 

The Commons grow furious, they cry out Trea- 


ſon, againſt Treaſon and Rebellion: Thouſands 


of Hands are lifted up againſt him, as it they all 
moved 
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Moved by the ſame Nerves and Sinews; they hew 
him down, but he cruſhes ſome of them with his 
Ruin; whoſoever ſtood within his Reach, loſt eji- 
ther Head, Legs or Arms; he kills twelve of them; 
at lengtha Villain of his own beats out his Brains. 
Then do the Infernal Curs ruſh in with full Mouths 
and mangles him to bits, who ( ſays Walſmgham ) 
would have driven a Thouſand of them before him, 
had he had fair Play. This amazes the reſt of the 
Gentry, they ſtrive for Yaſſalage, with the ſame 
Emulation others do for Liberty; they obſerve Lit- 
fter, they receive hs Commands upon their Knees, 
who in all things imitates the State and Pomp of 
Kings. Sir Srephen of Hales a Knight of Honour 
carves before him and taſts his Meats, and Drinks 
the reſt of the miſerable Courtiers are imployed in 
their ſeveral Offices. . But when the Fame of the 
Kings good Fortune began to go ſtrong, and of his 
,Preparations to aſlert his Right and Authority, 
I itſter ſends on Embally ( from North-Walſham , 
the Throne of his Tyranny ) to London, the Lord 
Morley, and Sir John Brews, with three of the 
confiding Commons , to obtain Charters of Manu- 
miſlon, and Pardon, with great Summs of Mo- 

ny, ({queezed out of .the Citizens of 'Normwich, 
under Pretence of preſerving the City from Slaugh- 

ter, Fire and Spoi), or as others raiſed by an ordi- 

nary Tribute to Lzrfter.} Which Moneys were ſent 

for Preſents to the King, to win him to grant them 

Charters more ampie and beneficial, than had been 

given to any others. 

Theſe Meſſengers are met at Jchlingham near 
New- Marker by Henry le Spencer Lord Biſhop of 
Nornich, of a noble Family, ſtout and well-armed 
he 
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He had been at his Mannor . of Burleigh near Oke- 
ham, and there heard of the Tumults in MVorfolk, 
and was now haſting thither to ſee how things 
were carryed, with eight Lances only in his Com- 
pany, and a few Archers. He charged the Lord 
Mosley, and Sir John upon their Allegiance to tell 
him , whether any of the Commons ( the Kings 
Traitors ) were with them. They look upon the 
Biſhop as a young raſh Man, and the Awe of their 
Maſters was ſo prevalent, he could hardly wreſt 
the Secret from them. After many Words they 
diſcover it ; and the Biſhop cauſes the Heads of the 
Clowns to be ſtruck off, and fixed on a pnvlick 
place at New-Markee Then taking with him 
that Lord and Knight, he poſts for North.walſharm. 
The Gentry hearing of the Biſhops Arrival in his 
Coat of Male, with his Helmet upon his Head, his 
Sword by his ſide, and his Lance upon his Thigh 
croud into him; the Biſbop quickly found himſelf 


in a Gallant Equipage , and as quickly reaches 


North-walſham , the ſink of the Rebellion. 

Litſter was intrenched, he had fortified his Ditch 
with Pales, Stakes, and Doors, and ſhut himſelf 
in behind with his Carts, and Carriages. The 
Heroick Biſhop, like another accabers, charges 
bravely tbrough the Ditch, into the midſt of the 
Rebels ( when all the Barons of England hid them- 
ſelves, fo ſuddenly , that the Archers could not 
let an Arrow fly at him, and came to handy Blows. 
As the French Hiſtorian de Serres FY 
obſerves; in Aﬀairs of the World A (na 
oftentimes he that is moſt ſtrong "4,9 mente. Liv. 
carrys it ; a good Fortune, and a 
good Mind ſeldom go together. 

I1 Otho 
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Othotells his Souldiers,often times where the Cau- 
ſes of things are good, yet if Judgment be wanting 
(I may put in ) where the Counſels are unſound, 
the Agents faithleſs, where Money, Arms , and 
Men are wanting , the Iſſne muſt be pernicious, 
The Goods and Honours of this World which fol- 
low the Triumphers Chariots are common to the 
good and bad ; Grace, Charity and Love, are the 
Marks of a pious Man, not Succeſs, to brag of 
which becomes rather a Spartacus or Mahomet , 
( who carry Faith and Law upon the Swords 
point ) than a Chriſtian: The God of the Chriſti- 
ans is not the God of Robbery, and Blood. But 
things here fell out as could be wiſhed, the Inno- 
cency of the fide prevailed, and the righteous weak 
fide overcame the ſtrong unjuſt.| Lirffer touched 
with the Conſcience of his Miſchiets, ſtruggles 
to the utmoſt to avert his Danger, at length gives 
Ground, anJ attempts to ſhift for himſelf by 
leaping over his Carriages in the Rere. The 
Biſhop preſſed forward ſo fiercely, that this Courle 
proved in vain z moſt of the nnhappy Clo'zns are 
laid along upon the place. Lirfer and the Cap- 
tains of the Conſpiracy are taken and condemned 
to be drawn, hanged and beheaded, which was 
done.

Our Monk attributes theſe Calamities to the 
remiſneſs of the Biſhops, to the Conceits and Fan 
gles of Presbyter Wychf, which if they be truly 
regiſtred by the Monks, his mortal Enemies, were 
veſtilential and damnable.

and might ſerve the turn to imbroil without fetch- 
ing more Aid in : He attributes too theſe Miſchiefs 
to the licentious InveCtives of the Clowns againſt 
their Lords, generally to the Sins of the Nation, 
ncluſively taking inthe Orders of Mendicarts, or 
Begging Fryers, ( like faCtious LeCturers) who 
had nothing of their own, and were obliged to 
latter the People, and make themſelves popular ; 
who,ſays he,forgetful of their Profeſſion and Vows, 
xreedy and covetous of Mony, foſter the People 
n their Errors, call good Evil, and Evil good, 
kducing the Great Men with Fawning, and the 
Rabble with Lyes. So that in thoſe Days ( thus 
te proceeds )) the Argument held in every Mans 
Mouth, This is a Fryer, therefore a Lyer, as ſtrong 
8 this, This is white, therefore coloured. 

Here again is Walſmgham at a Stand ; he com-

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of the Ruſtick Devils, done in all parts. 
We will now return to ſee what the King does 
next, who was not aſleep this while. After he 
had cleared the City ( lately Tylers good Town) 
of the Kentih Fry, he commands the Nobility and 
Gentry ( who durſt now peep abroad) all the 
Kingdom over to repair to him-at London well ar- 
med, and well horſed, as they loved him, and 
his Royal Honour. Their own Danger , and 
late Fears, add Wings to their Haſte, Within 
a few Days, forty thouſand Horſe meet at a Ren- 
devouz upon Blackbeath, whither the young 
King who had taken his Sequeſtration off, and re- 
ſtored himſelf to his Blood and Majeſty , rides 
daily upon a Royal Courſer, to view their Order, 
with his Imperial Banner born before him. He de- 
lighted to be ſeen and acknowledged for what he 
was amongſt his own Homagers. Here he is in- 
formed, that the Kentiſhmen ( a ſtirring People, 
but with what generous Reſolution will ſoon be 
found) are again in Mutiny, ( a Mutiny however 
elſe contemptible not to be ſleighted at that time. 
The King commands his Cavalry ( on Fire, as 
much as himſelf) to mzrch, and root out this per- 
hdious Race of Miſcreants. Here the Nobility 
and Gentry of the County interpoſe, and become 
Pledges for the Commons , which appeaſes the 
King z who now disbands his Army, and reſolves 
to take noother Courſe of Juſtice, but ſuch as was 
ordinary and uſual, by Judgments upon the known 
Lawsof the Land, and by Juries of twelve Men; 
the Ancient Birth-right of the Engliſhmen. Laws

Upon this fair, and Kingly Concluſion of X;- 
chard , Commiſſions were given, and Juſtices of 

er and Terminer, to hear and determine the 
Treaſons and Fellonies committed in the late In- 
ſurreCtions;z and principally to enquire, who were 
the- chief Authors, Fomenters, and Incendiarics of 
the Broils, are ſent into Kent, Eſſex, and the reſt 
of the Provinces in Rebellion. 

The moſt Honourable Mayor of London, with 0- 
thers in Commiſſion with him, fate upon thoſe of 
Kent, Eſſex, Norfolk, and Suffolk, &c. who were 
apprehended in London. Straw taken in an old 
rotten Houſe about London, Kirkby, Treder, Ster- 
ling are condemned, and beheaded, Srraws Head 
being ſet upon London-bridge with Tylers; but 
Fack Straw, who was privy to all the Contrivances, 
and Plots of the Confederacy,could give Light into 
the Mid-night Darkneſs of Tylers Steps, through 
all the cloſe Windings of his Labyrinths of Trea- 
ſons; is urged ( the Mayor promiſing with ſome 
honeſt Citizens to be at the Charge of Maſlles for 
his Soul, the Good of which they deſire him to 
conſider )* to declare his full Knowledge of the 
Counſels, and Votes paſled, and to what end they 
had conjured up the wicked Spirits of thoſe Gar- 
boyles. John was obſtinate at the firſt, and would 
confeſs nothing, but gained by theſe Promiſes, and

of one poſleiſed with Legions ) he tells them, Be- 
cauſe I have hopes of Help from your Suffrages after my 
Death, and becauſe this Diſcovery may be advantage-

what we intended: When we met at Black-heath, and 
ſent for the King by oi Captain-Generals Order, we 
purpoſed to have maſſacred all the Nobility and Gentry 
with bim; then to have lead the King with us repens, 
and treated Kingly from place to place, to bait the wul- 
gar by the Amhority of bus Preſence into our Leagye, 
whom they might ſo have taken for the Head of our 
Commotion, he b:ing by theſe Means likely to have heen 
ſuppoſed by his own Party too to bave truſted us, when 
by the Confluence of all the Counties our Companies bad 
been full, and the Supreme Executive Pawer wholly 
ours, we meant to have purged the Nation, to have 
deftrozed the Gentry, and firſt the Knights of Saint 
John of _ Jeruſalem, with all the Rags of Royalty, 
which by this time had -been but a Rag it ſelf. After- 
wards ro have killed the King, whoſe Name could then 
have been of no Uſe ro ug. 

Their Oath to preſerve him conld not laſt lon- 
ger than their Convepiency and Opinions, which 
had then changed. We meant ſo once, but we 
mean otherwiſe now ,, had been a ſatisfaftory Ex- 
cuſe. They had often ſworn and covenanted, that 
they neither meant nor had Power to hart the Kings 
Prerogative ;, that they intended to maintain the Kings 
Authority in his Royal Dignity , the free Courſe of 
Faſtice, and the Laws of the Land; with infinite 
Expreſſions and Proteſtations of this kind.

The Anſwer we ſay might have been ealie, they 
would not have done it ſome time agone , they 
ſwore and covenanted , and covenanted again t 
would, not now they will ;, Tyler is ſtill Tyler , but 
bis Liberty ( falſe cheating Chery ) is every where 
free, both to Will and Diſlike, as the Safety of the 
Common-wealth ſhall require and carry bim on. 
This was the Faith and Honeſty of that Age, by 
which we may guels at the Cauſe and Men who 
acted for it. Who were the Undertakers, what 
Truſt is to be givento ſuch perfidious Knaves, whoſe 
Proteſtations, and Covenants of one Day, are wiped 
out by an Inſpiration of the next : We may ſay by an 
Inſpiration, it was wondrons fit for theſe Changes, 
Oar Proteus ſhould bring Inſpiration in. Al thoſe of 
Eſtates and Poſſeſſions , Biſhops, Canons, Perſons of 
Churches, Monks , we would have rooted out of the 
Earth : Onl the begging Fryars ſhould have been pre- 
ſerved , = have ſerved ( ſuch Sheep ſuch 
Shepherds ) well enough for Church-duties ; which 
we may wonder after all theſe Pranks that they 
ſhould think of 3 here would have been a very 
plain Church. Quneſtionleſs after all theſe Aftions, 
the Devotion of theſe Reformers could not have 
been much z by that time our publick Thieves had 
Ii 4 caſt 
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caſt Lots for the Kings, Churches, Nobilities, and 
Gentrys Revennes, what Boars of other Countrys 
could have compared with the Riches of our Pea- 
ſants and their Captain Tyler.

Tyler to be advanced upon the Ruins of Richard, 
the Cedar to be torn vp, to make the Bramble 
Room enough, while any of the Royal Off-ſpring 
had been in being to claim the Right , to have in- 
volved the Miſerable, Perjnred , Fooliſh People 
in an Everlaſting Civil War ; never to have ceaſed, 
while there had been a Vein of Blood to run, The 
Maintenance of Tylers Wrong , his Uſurpation 
(not to look farther then the preſent World ) 
would have been more fatal than ten Plagues. 
John adds, no Man thwarted theſe Ends of ours 
more than the Arch-biſhop, therefore we hated him to 
Death, and made all the Haſte poſſible to bring him 
Fo it, | 

In the Evening of that Saturday in which Wat 
periſhed, becauſe the poorer ſort of the Londoners fa- 
woured us, we intended ro have fired the City in four

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Places, and to have divided the Spoils ( So the faith- 
ful Citizens, as forward as they were , had at 
laſt paid for their Love ) he calls God ro witneſs 
theſs Truths. The Confeſſions of many others of 
the Ingagement agreed with this of Straw. 

The Lawyers, and thoſe ( as © 
one) who fled from the Tyranny 
of the Time, durſt now ſhew their Faces.

War ( ſays a Noble Frenchman ) YH 07 62 Anus 
makes more Breaches, as to a Country, as to Man- 
ners, Laws, and Men in fix Months, then can be 
repaired in fix Years. 

What then can be thought or ſaid of thoſe Mon- 
ſters, who, againſt all ties of Nature and Piety, 
ſhall raiſe a deſperate Civil War, meerly with the 
Intent to overthrow Religion, the Church, the 
Government, Laws, and Humanity, out of a cur. 
ſed diveliſh Ambition to advance themſelves ( Ty- 
lers and Sons of the Earth before ) to an Height 
which God ( as ſome loveto ſpeak ) never called 
them to. For though Power 1s of God, ir is only 
ſo when the coming to it is by lawful Means. 
He that ordains the Power, allows not the Uſur- 
pation of it. Tyler had the Power to do Miſchief, 
the Power of Rebellion, the Power which muſt 
have ruined the Church and Common-wealth 3 but 
whether this be the Power which Chriſtians are to 
ſubmit to, let the next Caſuiſts judge.

felf, per tyrannidem, by Tyranny, In other places 
Engenins , Gratian , Conſtance , Sebaitian , created 
Tyrannis, The Words Tyrazny, and Tyranze, and 
T yrannous Parry, being uſed often by him, are e- 
ver oppoſed to juſt and Regal Power, never uſed 
in any other Senſe, Widdringten, to the Example 
Aol of Athalia urged by Bellarmine a-

ful Queen, ſhe had ſeized the Kingdom as an U- 
ſurpreſs by Ty-anny, the Kingdom belonged to 
Foaſh, in whoſe Right, and by whoſe Power ſhe 
was juſtly flain Our moſt learned Prelate 
PEE Biſhop Abbor of Salwbury tells the 

es Cybs of Loyola , Athalia had 
ſnatched, had graſped, and held the Kingdom with 19 
Right, no Title, but by Butchery , Robbery , Rapine, 
and forcible Entry and that ſhe was thrown down 
and killed by the common bounden Duty and Faith of

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Subjefts to their Prince. Baronizs a Cardinal, that 
the Maccabees of Levi or Houſe of the Aſſamonear:,

Emperor by that devi- 
liſh Pope Hildebrard, againſt the Emperor Henry 
the I V. is called by the Germans a Tyranne upon 
this Score. A full Tyranny ( fays one of our 
Chief Juſtices, ſpeaking of the Papal Power ja 
Church-cauſes here ) has two Parts without Right 
to uſurp, and inordinately to rule, and the Statute 
28 of King Henry the 8th. againſt the Papal Autho- 
rity,calls it an uſurped Tyranny,and the Exerciſe of it 
a Robbery,and ſpoyling of the King,and his People. 

The Statute 31 Herry the 6th. adjudging John 
Cade, another Imp of Hell, and Succeſlot of War, to 
be a Traitor, which are the Words of the Title, 
and all his Inditments and Acts to be void, ſpeaks 
thus; The moſt abominable Tyranny , horrible, 
odious, and arrant falſe Traitor , John Cade, na- 
ming himſelf foametime Mortimer ( he and Tyler 
had two Names ) taking upon him Royal Power, 
&c. by falſe, ſubtile and imagined Language, 
&c. Robbing, ſtealing, and ſpoiling, &c. And 
that all his Tyranny, Acts, Feats, and falſe Opini- 
ons, ſhall be voided, and that all things depending 
thereof, &c. under the Power of Tyranny, ſhall be 
likewiſe void, &c.

To proceed ; The King , becauſe all theſe Ri- 
ſings were by the Ringleaders proteſted to be made 
for him and his Rights, and that the Forces then 
raiied , were raiſed by his Authority, and all 
their Attions owned by him, iſſues out a Proclama- 
tion from London, to this Effect, 


— G&c. Toall and ſingular Sheriffs, 
Mayors, Bayliffs, &c. of our County 
of N. &c. Becauſe we are given to undere 
ftand ; that divers of onr Subjeits, who as 
gainſt our Peace, &c. have raiſed and in 
divers Conventicles and Afſemblys , &c. 
Do affirm , that they the ſaid Aſſemblys, 
and Levies have made and do make by Our 
Will and Authority, &c. We make known 
to all Men, That ſuch Levies, Aſſemblys, 
and Miſchiefs, from Our Will and Authort- 
ty have not proceeded. ( He adds ) They 
were begun, and continued much to his Diſ- 
pleaſure and Diſgrace, to the Prejudice of 
Hlis Crown , and Damage of the Realm. 
Wherefore he injoyns aud commands, QC. 
To take the beſt Care for the keeping of his 
Peace, and oppoſing of all ſuch Levies with 
a ſtrong Hand: Further, he commands e- 
very Man ts leave ſuch Afſſemblys, and re- 
turn Home to his own Houſe under Penalty

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of Forfeiture of Life, and Member, and all 
things forfeitable to the King, QC. 


Theſe Clowns charge not the King to be tranſ- 
ſported furiouſly, and hoſtily, to the DeſtruCtion 
of the whole People, which can never happen, 
where the King is in his Wits; but what is fully as 
mad, they will ſuppoſe him to arm againſt his own 
Life and Power, againſt his own Peace,and the Peace 
of all that love him. This Proclamation put Life into

ſhould be hanged. 

The like wes done in other Countrys by the 
Juſtices in Commiſſion, where the King was in 
Perſon. Here the King with the Advice of his 
Council, revokes his Letters Patents, the Charters 
granted to the Clowns: Although (ſo he ſpeaks ) 
we have in the late deteftable Troubles, &c, mas- 
numiſea all the Commons, our Liege Subjetts of our 
Shires, and them, &Cc. have freed from «ll Bondage 
and Service, &c. And alſo have pardoned the ſame 
our Liege Men and Subjetts all Inſurreftions by riding, 
going, &c. And alſo all manner of Treaſons, Felo- 
nies , Treſpaſſes, and Extortions, &c. Notwith- 
ſtanding for that the ſaid Charters, were without ma- 
ture Deliberation, and unduly procured, &c. To the 
prejudice of us, and our Crown, of the Prelates, ant 
great Men of our Realm, as alſo to the diſberiſon of 
Holy Engliſh Church, and to the Hurt and Dama 
of the Common-wealth , the ſaid Letters we na 
makg void, and annul;, &c. Yet our Intention is ſuch 
Grace upon every of our ſaid Subjects to confer, though 

enormouſly 
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enormouſly their Allegiance they have forſened, &c. 
As ſrallbe uſeful tous, atid our Realm. 

The Tloſe commands to bring in to the King and 
bis Council all Charters of Manumniſſion and Rardon, 
to be cancelled upon their Faith and Allegiance, and 
wnder Forfeiture of all things forfeitable, &&e. Witneſs 
our ſelf at Chelmsford the 2. of July, and 5th, 
Tear of our Reign. Falſe for the gth. 

In the Caſe of a SubjeCt ( and no reaſon Kings 
ſhalt be more bound) every ACt extorted by Vio- 
lence, and Awe upon the Agent, 1s void. In the 
Time of Edward the Third, two Thieves { which 
was the Caſe here ) force a Traveller to ſwear 
that he will at a day appointed bring them a thou- 
ſand Pound; and threaten to kill him if he refuſe 

their Oath; he ſwears and per- 
4483-14 forms what he had ſworn : By Ad- 
vice of all the Juſtices theſe two were -indifted of 
Robbery, and the Court maintains that the Party 
was not bound by this Oath. Yet if this be denyed 
as unſzfe, Violence, or Force, which ſtrikes a juſt 
Fear into any Man, makes any ContraCt void, ſay

The DiſtinCtion of Royal and pri- 
vate Ads is of more Sound than Strength ,: and 
anſwers not the Injuſtice of the impulſive Vaolence, 
which tmuſt be naturally. vicious every where, .and 
corrupt and weaken the Effects, and cannot be 
200d and bad by Changes, or as to this, or that. 
Grotizs , who loves this DiltinCtion, in another 
place is poſitive, There muſt be Equality. in all 
Contrafts. He condemns all Fear, or Awe upon 
the Perſon purpoſely moved for the Contrafts Sake, 
and tells'n$ out of Xenophor of thoſe of Lacedemon 
who annulled a Sale of Lands, which the Elkans had 
forced the Owners to paſs out of Fear.

This many of the Hearers approve, and promiſe 
to obey. The Knight charges a Jury to be made 
| Kk 2 ready 
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ready the next Morning, and make what Diſcove- 
ry they can, and gives the People Leave to depart. 
Towards Night he ſends for the Jury to his 
Chamber, intending to have apprehended the 
Lieutenants, by the: Aſſiſtance of the Jury, with- 
out any Noiſe. Theſe good Men and true know 
nothing; it was the Caſe of their Fellows in Miſ- 
chief, and might be their own. They anſwer in 
a plain Ignoramws, they can indift no Man, accuſe 
no Man. Amongſt all the ſounder of theſe Swine, 
there was not one who had been Faithleſs and 
Diſloyal to his Natural Liege Lord, not one Brea- 
Ret of his Peace, not one who could appear ſo to 

em. 

The Knight ſeems not to' underſtand the Falſ- 
neſs and Cunning of theſe Hob-nail perjured Jug- 
lers: He takes another Way, and next requires 
them within a peremptory time, to bring him the 
Charters which they had forced from the Monaſte- 
ry ; they return after a ſhort Conſultation, and in 
the Abbots Chamber, where the Knight then was,

The Commiſſioners privately charge the Gentry, 
Conſtables, and Bayliffs to ſeize in the Night 
Greyndcob, Cadindon, Fohn the Barber, with ſome 
others, and to bring them to Hartford, whither 
themſelves went in all Haſte ; which was perfor- 
med: The Eſquires and Servants of the Abby, were 
ſent with them to ſtrengthen the Company. This 
enrages the Townſmen afreſh, they gather into 
Conventicles in the Woods and Fields, ſo much 
frightful ro the Monaſtery, that the .-bbor , recalls 
his Eſquires , lets the Proſecution fall , and 
fearfully ſummons in his Friends to guard him, 
Greyndcobs Friends take Advantage of this Change, 
and bail him for three Days , within which time 
they were either tyed to agree with the Abby, or 
render up Greyndcob to the Juſtices again. The 
Townſmen fierce enough ſtill, yet earneſt to pre- 
ſerve their Worthy, are content to part with the 
Charters ; but this Greyndcob (more Fool-hardy 


{ than wiſe) would not conſens to. Nor does he, as 


knowing the Stifneſs of his Clowns whine in aReli- 
gious Tone, never uſed by him, 

He prays them to conſider how Beautiful Liber. 
ty is,-how ſweet, how Honourable : Dangerous 
Liberty, ( ſays he) is more valuable than ſafe and 
quiet Slavery ; let us live, or dye with Liberty, 
in ſo generous, ſo honeſt a Contention , it will 
be Glorious to be overcome ; whatſoever our Fears 
are, worſe we cannot be, then now we are about 
to make our Selves. Succeſs too doth not ſo often 


hreeJ fail Men, as their own Induſtry and Boldneſs ; Fear 
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Vot for me, nor trouble your ſelves at my Dan- 
gers, I ſhall think my ſelf more happy than our 
Lords, if they proſper, or their King, to dye a 

Martyr of the Caxnſe, with the 
_—_ Gy 4 Reputation of ſuch a Gallantry, 
uy Let ſuch Courage as would have 
-  - lurryed you forward to all brave 
py Hertfordie, and {ignal Miſchiefs, had 1 loſt my 
"oy = decola> Head at Hartford, inflame your 

4 8h heavy Sprights. Methinks 1 ſee 
the Hero Tylers Ghoſt chiding our ſluggiſh Cowar- 
dice, and by the Blazes of his Fire-brands kin- 
dled in Hell, and waved by Ficads about his Head, 
tead on to noble Villanies. 

Let dreaming Monks and Prieſts tremble at the 
airy Sounds of God, and Saints; he who fears 
Thunder-bolts, is a Religious heartleſs Coxcomb, 
and ſhall never climb a Molehill, Thus our bus- 
kind Martyr ſwaggers, after the Raptures put 
upon him by Walſngham;, Greynacob's Stubborn- 
neſs hardens on the Clowns , they now accuſe 
themſelves of Baſeneſs, that they did not cut off 
the Kraghts Head, and nail it on the Pillory, to 
the Terror (ſay they) of all Judges, and falſe 
Juſtices, Greyndcob had raiſed Spirits, which he 
could notlay when he would. 

Three days being expired, he is again ſent to 
Hartford Goal, where he hears News from his Bro- 
ther, who mediated for him in the Court, not ve- 
ry pleaſing, which he communicates to his Townl- 
men. His Intelligence was to this Effect ; T hat 
Richard of Beanchamp Earl of Warwick, and Sir Tho- 
mas Piercie with a thouſand armed Men were appoin- 
tedto viſit S, Albans, - Fo 
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At this Report the Rebels ſtartle, they fall to 
new Treaties , offer the Charters and Book, in 
which the old Pleas betwixt the Abby and the Town 
were recorded, with 2001. foramends. The Book is 
received z the reſt put off till the next Day. The 
Earl of Warwick ſends only Excuſes,” he heard his 
own Houſe was on Fire, that the Clowns of his 
own Lordſhips were up, and he -leaves all things 
elſe to quell them. This raiſes the fallen Coura- 


ges of thoſe of Saint Albans, they now laugh at” 


their late Fears , If the Commons, fay they, muſt 
quit their Right of Conqueſt, and ſurrender their Char- 
ters, yet will not we the ( Renowned Mechanicks) of St. 
Albans be their Preſident, And as in all Tumults 
( which can never be obſerved too often ) Lying is 
neceſſary, and muſt not be uſeleſs, whatſoever 
elſe is; they lay the Blame of their Obſtinacy up- 
on the Inhabitants of Barnet and Watford, who 
threaten ( ſo they would haye it believed )-to 
burn their Town if they deliver up their L4- 
berties, 

Which Inhabitants of Barnee and Watford had 
humbly ſurrendred theirs before, and ſubmitted to 
the Kings Mercy : Thus we find theſe Rebels of 
St. Albans again ſwaggering in their old Rhodomon- 
tadoes, An Eſquire of the Abbors acquaints the 
King with theſe Turnings, who vows to ſit perſo- 
nally in Judgment upon theſe Everlaſting Male- 
contents. 

The Abbot full of Pity and Charity, who had 
ſaved ſome of theſe Ene:vies of his Houſe from the 
Axe by Interceſſion at London, continues his 
Goodneis ſtill. He ſollicites Sir Hugh Segrave,Stew- 
ard of the. Houſhold, and others of his Friends, to 
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mitigate the King's Diſpleaſure , and hinder his 
Journey thither , which was not in their Power. 
Now again are the Townſmen dejefted , and ſeek 
by all means to keep off the Tempeſt, which 
threatned them : They fee Sir William Croyſer a 
Lawyer to make their Defence, and mediate with 
the Abbor, wherethere was no Danger : An Agree- 
ment is concluded the Day of the Kings Entry, b 

which they would bind rhe Abbot , not to diſeloſ. 
them, or inform againſt them. 

He promiſes ( if: they fail not in Performance 
ontheir Part ) not to make any Complaints to the 
King of them ; that he would be a Suiter for their 
Peace, if his Prayers may be heard, but that here 
=” he cannot aſſure them : Pardons 

027 4.1-6-24 were Acts flowing meerly from 
the Kings Grace. No Marx had any Power or Au- 
thority to pardon or remit Treaſons, &c, but the King ; 
and' whether he conld prevail for them, he knew 
not.. ' This Donbrfulnels troubles them, it ſeems 
to call their Innocency too much into Queſtion : 
They tell him, his good Will was ſufficient, and 
that as to what belonged to the Royal Dignity they 
ſhould ſatisfhe the King. 

After Veſpers the King made his Entry inta the 
Town, being met by the Abbot and Covent ; the 
Bells rang aloud, and the Monks ſang merrily his 
Welcome: He was followed by ſome thauſands of 
Bowmen - and Cavaliers. In this Train was Sir 
Robert Treſilian, Chief Juſtice of the Kings Bench, 
who the next Day, "being Saturday the 13. of Fuly, 
and firſt of the Dog-day?, ſat in Judgment at the 
Gas ( fays Walſigham ) at the Town- 

oule. 
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Greyndcob, Cadindon , and Fohn the Barber, are 
fetched from Harford, and laid faſt till Munday, 
againſt which time new Jury-men are choſen, and 
charged to be ready with their VerdiQs: Propher 
Baal, the Sergixs of the new Alcoran, the Prieſt of 
the 1dol and his Calves, the Aartiz of the Toak, of 
pure Diſcipline, of the Elderſhip, was taken by the 
Townimen of Coventry, brought to St. Albans 
the Day before, and this Saturday condemned by 
the Chief Juſticeto be Drawn, Hanged, Beheaded, 
Imbowelled, and Quartered , which was done on 
the Munday following. 

He confelled to the Biſhop of London (to whoſe 
Chriſtian Piety he ought the two laſt Days of his 
Life, which were begged for his Repentance ) that 
certain hot and powerful Paſtors of the Separation, 
Brethren of ſimple. Hearts , called by the Spirit ( he 
named fix or ſeven ) had covenanted and engaged to 
compaſs England and Wales round, as Itinerant A- 
poſftles to propagate the Goſpel, beat down all Abomina- 
tion of the outward Man, Antichriſtian Hierarchy, 
and Tyranny of the Nimrod of the Earth, to cry up 
the great and Holy Cauſe , and to ſpread the Law, 
Principles, and Hereſies of Baal z which Diſciples 
( ſays this Rabbi ) unleſs they be prevented, and ta- 
ken off will deſtroy the Realm in two Tears ; He might 
have ſaid rwo Months, and been believed, as to the 
Civility, Humanity, Order and Honour ( never 
intermitted but in the Confuſion of a barbarous, 
impious Age ) which made England Glorious, 
they had been deſtroyed, and torn up in a lefs 
time. A few licentious ill Adts eaſily beget a 
Cuſtom, and an hundred ill Cuſtoms quicklier 
grow and prevail than one ſingle good one, —_ 
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Is aProneneſs in unruly Man to run into Debautch- 
ments , and no wonder that the arrogant, milled, 
filly Multitude,capable of any ill Imprefſjons, ſhould 
deprave and diſorder things, where all Ties of 
Reſtraint are looſened; nay, where Diſorders are 
not only defended by the corrupt Wirs of Hire- 
lings, but bidden, ſtrengthened by a Law , and 
Villanies made legal Acts. 

Had the Idol King Tyler, with his Council, not 
fone on too far in the Way of Extermination , but 
endeavoured to repair the Breaches of his En- 
trance; it would have been no fmall Labour to 
have reſtored things to any mean and tolerable 
Condition if Presbyter Wickliff, and his Claſſes, by 
their pernicious Doctrines ( as they are charged 
to this Day ) did firſt pervert and corrupt the 
People, and broach that Vellel with which Father 
Baal and Straw poyfoned them, they muſt have rui- 
ned themſelves by the Change z ſure enongh they 
had beenno more comprehended in any of Tylers 
Toleration, than the Prelatical or Papiſtical Party. 

In the Turmoils and Outrages of this Tyranny, 
had it taken, Innocence, Virtue, Ingenuity, Ho- 
neity, Faith, Learning, and Goodneſs had been 
odious, and dangerous. The Profit, and Advan- 
tage of the new Uſurpers, had been the Meaſure of 
Juitice and Right: The Noble and Ignoble had 
died Streets anc Scaffolds with their Blood, not by 
Laws and Judgment, but out of Malice to their 
Height and Worth, out of Fury and Covetouſneſs 
to enrich publich Thieves and Murtherers. The 
Jealouſies too and Fears of Tyler, had made all Men 
pafate. Yet the Repute, the Renown of the, 


Founders could not haye been much. The _ 
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of Succeſs cannot be greater than the Hogeſty of 
the Enterpriſe z there muſt be-Juſtice inthe Quar- 
rel, elſe there can be no true Honour in the Proſ- 
perity. Cato will love the conquered Common- 
wealth : Fugurtha's Fame, who is ſaid tobellluſtri- 
ous for his Parricides and Rapines, will not make 
all Men fall down and worſhip. 

On Munday the Fifteenth of July (, not of Ofto- 
ber, as Walſmgham is miſ-printed ) the Chief 
Juſtice Treſilian calls before him the Jury for Inqui- 
ry, who faulter and ſhameleſly proteſt they can- 
not make any ſuch Diſcovery as is deſired. The 
Chief Juſtice puts them in Mind of the Xings 
Words to them upon the Way, promiſing Par- 
don if they will find out the Offenders, elſe threat- 
ning them with the Puniſhment they ſhould have 
ſuffered , who through ſuch Silence cannot be 
apprehended. 

Out they go again, and the Chief Juſtice fol- 
tows them: He ſhews them a Roll of the princi- 
pal Offenders Names , tells them they mult not 
think to delude and blind the Court with this Im- 
pudence, and adviſes them out of a Care to pre- 
{ſerve wicked Mens Livesgnot to hazard their own. 

Hereupon they indi&t many of the Town and 
Country, which Indiftments are allowed by a ſe- 
cond Inqueſt,appointed to bring in the Verdict, and 
again affirmed by a third Jury of Twelve, charged 
only for the Fairneſs of the Tryal: So no Man was 
pronounced guilty, but upon the finding of thir- 
ty ſix Jurors. Thenwere the Lieutenants Greynd- 
cob, Cadindon, and Barber, and twelve more con- 
demned, Drawn, and Hanged. Wallingford, 
John Garleck, William Berewill, Thomas Putor, and 
many 
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many --more ; with Eighty of the Country, were 
Indifted by their Neighbours, and Impriſoned, 
but forgiven by the King's Mercy, and diſcharged. 
They were forgiven moſt by the Kings Mercy 
for he had forbidden by Proclamation, all Men to 
ſue or beg for them, a Command which the good 
Abbot ſometimes diſobeyed, and he ſhall be well 
thanked for it. 

No Benefits can oblige ſome Men : A true rug- 
ged Churl can never be made faſt, never be tyed 
by any Merit whatſoever: Nothing can foften him : 
Sce an nnheard of Shameleſneſs till then. Theſe 
lazie, tender-hearted Clowns, who could hardly 
be got to diſcover the Guilty, now run with 
fall Speed to betray the Innocent; They indict 
the Abbot as the principal Raiſer, and Contriver 
of theſe Tumults, which ſtruck at his own Life, 
| and the Being and Safety of his Monaſtery. The 
Abbot, as it is ſaid, ſent to Tyler, upon his Ordi- 
nances, fome of ther:Town and Monaſtery, but to 
temporize, and fecurehimſelf, This is now ſap- 
poſed by the very Traitors indeed, Treaſon by Com- 
mon Law and Statute againſt the King his Natural 
Liege Lord. This having not the Fear of God 
in bo Heart, &c. but being ſeduced by the Inſtigation 
of the Devil, is compaſſing the Death, &c. the Depri- 
vation and depoſing of his Soveraign Lord from his 
Royal State, &c. ( as ſuch Indiftments uſe to run) 
This muſt goe for levying War againſt the Lord the 
King , adhering to, comforting , and aiding his Ene-+ 
mes by open Fatt; Which are the

declarative of the Common Law. 
The Chief Juſtice, -abominating and curſing the 

treacherous 
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treacherous Malice , and Perfidiouſneſs of theſe 
Brutes, makes them tear the Inditment which 
themſelves, though urged, are.not wicked enough 
to ſwear to.z nay, which publickly they confeſs 
to be falſe in the Face of the.Court. | 
Villeinage was not now aboliſhed, though ſome 
think otherwiſe, but by Degrees extinguiſhed ſince 
this Reign. Beſides, the Letters of Revocationbe- 
fore, reſtoring all things to their old Courſe, a 
Commiſſion, which the Abbot procured from, the 


King out of the Chancery, then kept in the'Cha 
ter-houſe of this Monaſtery, makes this mie, 
which ſpeaks to this Effect.
